Applicant's arguments filed 5/23/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 3, paragraph starting "In Chiba": 

The applicant argues that Chiba does not teach withholding transmission of the 
image data, as the image data is sent on the next path through the flow chart. The 
examiner continues to take the stance that stopping the image from being transmitting, 
be it that it is just the one time, is withholding transmission of the image. The language 
in the claim is clear that image is not sent (clearly shown in figure 2, S6), but does not 
state that the operation itself is terminated. Reading the claim broadly, Chiba reads on 
the limitation.
